Standing on the bridge of the 


Thomas, eagerly waiting with the 
ship's captain for a glimpse of 'his 
native shore, General Smith was 
doomed this morning to first learn 
that the president had retired him 
from active duty. The pilot boat, 
which met the Thomas just outside 
the heads at 2 o'clock this morning, 
brought to General Smith the first 
news of the president's action. 
In 


the waninglight of a binnacle lamp, 
the veteran read the message that 
apprised him of his fate. An hour 
lai^r the dawn came and with it the 
sight* of land1, but General Smith 
(had 


retired to his cabin, where, with his 
wife and chief aide, lieutenant J. H. 
Shields, of fthe Twelfth infantry, he 
diiscussed the outcome of the long 
ordeal through which 'he had passed. 
Six hours later, when the Thomas 
reached the quarantine station in the 
harbor, Major Duval, of ,t(h!e trans* 
jx>rt service, Boarded the ship with 
his secretary,, and;- met -"both General 
Smith and-lieutenant Shields at the 
door of the 'general's cabin. A seal- 
ed document from the war depart- 
ment was handed General Smith. 


It contained Jhe official notifica- 


tion of President Roosevelt's action 
and upon reading it General Smith 
retired, overcome with emotion, 


General Smitih was not seen again 


until the United States custom, house 
tender, the Hartley, was ready to 
take the general and 'his party ashore. 
He denied himself to all interview- 
ers, wtho were onet 'by Lieut. Shields. 
Together witih his v/ife and aide, 
General Smith (proceeded to the Occi- 
dental hotel, repairing

•army headquarters in the

though nci rnoro severe earthquake 
shocks have been experienced here 
since 7:30 last night, the people are 
still panic-stricken. Many of those 
who have not already fled from their 
homes are prepared to leave in case 
the disturbances continue. 


Dr. H. C. Bzgby, of Santa Maria, 


who was a guest at the home of D. P. 
Whitney, undoubtedly saved the bus- 
iness section ot the town from a se- 
rious fire. When the earthquake 
occurred a lamp was upset and set 
fire to the place. Without a thought 
for his own safety Dr. Bag'by rushed 
upstairs and found Mrs. -Whitney 
vainly figihtmg ,the flames and seem- 
ingly surrounded by them. Drawing 
her from her place of danger, he beat 
out the fire^with blankets and thus 
saved fe. life ^and a large portion of 
the busing- section, 


Parties from Lompoc and outlying 


districts bf^re reached Los Alamos 
witfli stoiie|;of havoc in the hills,

MITCHELL REPLIES TO THE CIT- 


IZENS' ALLIANCE. 


DEFENDS MINERS' CONDUCT 


ASSERTS A M'lNIJKTH 0*' LAW- 


LESSNESS BY STRIKERS. 


SAYS ALLIANCE 
IS BIASED 


aOOD ORDER PREVAILS AT SHE- 


NANDOAH. 


Wilke&barre, Pa., Aug. 1,— 


den)t Mitchell, of the miners' union, 
today 
gave to the 
public 
his 


rcfply to the open letter addressed to 
him yesterday by the Citizens' al- 
liance of Wilkesbarre, an organiza- 
tion made up of business and profes- 
sional men and others, 
In an ad- 


dress at the convention of miners of 


(the fir^tt district of the United Mine 
Workers, held at Nanticoke some 
weeks ago, Mr* Mitchell criticised 
the -alliance because, he claimed, it 
vras not consistenrt. 
It wanted to 


piose-cute <all miners who violated the 
law, he claimed, but overlookfed the 
many violations of the law committed 
every day by the coal combination. 


he alliance replied in an open let- 


ter, in which %hey enumerated many 
outrages said to have been committed 
by strikers <and others in >trhe coal 
region since the strike began. Mr. 
Mitchell was called upon to define 
his position and to issue a proclama- 
tion to his followers warning them 
to keep on the side of the law aud 
order. He made no reply to the let- 
ter. 
Yesterday the alliance issued 


another open letter to the labor dhief 
<and afiter consulting with his ad- 
vjsers, Mr. Mitchell decided to answer 
it la his reply he takes the ground 
that he has always bean a staunch de- 
fender of law <and order and that his 
followers know it. 


MR,. MITCHELL'S KEPLY. 


President Mitchell, in the course of 


his reply to the Citizens' alliance, 
which communication he made public 
this afternoon, says: 


"JPermit me to say th'at. I do not 


recognise your right^ to make de- 
mands upon me to specifically de- 
clare myself opposed" to *my special 
classes of lawlessness. 
'A& a citizen 


of the United States and' the chief ex- 
ecutive of the miners' organization, 
I (have declared on innumerable occa- 
sions and in language not suscepti- 
ble of misconstruction that I am op- 
posed to lawlessness of every char- 
acter; and I <lo not propose to talter 
my views to conform to the tenets 
of the Citizens «lliance,namely, wink 
at capital crimes while inveighing 
against minor offenses. I have never 
in my life sought to condone am un- 
lawful 'act. I have thrown the full 
weight of my personality and influ- 
ence ou the side of law and order; -and 
I can say fwithout egotisin that the 
miners' union and its officers (have 
done more for the conservation of 
peace than all the citizens' (alliances 
that have been or could be formed by 
men like yourselves, whose sympa- 
thy with the poor and oppressed is 
like unto the friendship Brutus en- 
tertained for Oaesar. 


LESS LAWLESS THAN POLICE. 
"I do not 'assume rto say that there 


have -not been some transgressions 
of law by members of the miners' 
union, but I do say, and defy you to 
successfully contradict the state- 
ment that there has been much less 
lawlessness <on the part of the min- 
ers — and that which has o'ccurred has 
been less serious— in proportion to 
their number than 
on/ the part of 


deputies and coal and iron police, 
who are charged with authority 'and 
are specifically commissioned to pre- 
serve the law, and against whom 
you have made no protest and your 
association taken no action whatso- 
ever. Aud, further, the records in 
the police courts will demonstrate 
that ra smaller number of miners 
Ivave 'been convicted of crime in the 
anthracite mining towns during the 
progress of the strike than for a like 
period preceding it, 


"Again, I have no hesitancy in 


saying that there never was a great 
upheaval, either industrial, political 
or social, in which there was as lit- 
tle real lawlessness as has existed 
in the anthracite region since the 
strike was inaugurated. As I said 
in my speech at JTanticoke— to which 
you took exception— the miners are 
as law-abiding, as patriotic, as lib- 
erty-loving as any other class of citi- 
zens in our country and I shall not 
permit you to malign them, or de- 
fame the residents of this community 
either by direct charge or insinua- 
tion, without registering an emphat- 
ic protest," 


Mr. Mitchell had nothing to say 


with reference to the audit in equity 
•brought Against hjm faj*i:so 
Itional officers of th$ United Mine 


Workers by a coal company in West 
Virginia. 


THE ORDER FOR TKOOPS, 


Harrisburg, Pa,, Aug. 1,—Governor 


Stone's general order placing troops 
en duty at Shenandoalx was made 
public today by Adjutant General 
Stewart* Orders were also issued to- 
day by Major General Miller for- 
mally placing General Oobin in com- 
mand of the troops in the field. 


The governor's advices from t'he 


strike region are that everything 5s 
quiet and that there are no signs of 
further trouble. The governor's or- 
der follows: 


"Unlawful assemblages of persons 


have congregated in some flections of 
the commonwealth, and by acts of 
violence and disregard of law, have 
taken -human life and placed life ami 
property in jeopardy. The civil au- 
thorities are unable to (preserve the 
public pe&ce, protect life &nd prop- 
erty and secure to citizens of the com- 
monwealth their rights and priv- 
ileges under the constitution and the 
laws. 
Lawlessness, disorder and 


conduct tending to disturb the pub- 
lic peace and the safety of life and 
property will be suppressed, &nd to 
tli at end such portions of the national 
guard as may be necessary to enforce 
the laws will be placed on duty to as- 
sist the civil authoiities in restor- 
ing and maintaining peace and oi^der. 


"The sheriff of Schuylkill county, 


having advised the governor of his 
inability to .preserve order and ipro- 
tcct life and property, and rtihe gov- 
einor being satisfied upon investiga- 
tion that tumult, riot and mob vio- 
lence does exist, the major general 
commanding the division, National 
Guard of Pennsylvania, will place on 
duty such portions of the division as 
in his judgment may be necessary to 
properly assist toe sheriff of Schuyl- 
kill county in restoring and main- 
taining peace and order.

QUIT HIRING MINE GTJABM. 


Philadephia, Pa., Aug. 1.—No men 


have been sent to the antteacite coal 
regions' from this city to act us <mine 
guards for more than two weeks 
past. The reason assigned is that 
the big operators by fwh<om they were 
employed had found the expense too 
heavy, and that moreover they xjame 
to the conclusion that the large fonee 
which had been engaged dn this city, 
New York, Baltimore and the south 
was not required. It was, therefore, 
determined to drop"at least 30 per 
cent, of the total number engaged, 
estimated to be about 5,OOO, and aft- 
er that -reduction occurred to fill the 
places with men who could be se- 
cured for the week at lower wages. 


All of those who were hired in 


Philadelphia received $2.50 per day. 
About 1,000 
fwere thug contracted 


for. 
Of these it is believed that 300 


to 400 have returned home. Their 
places were filled with men who 
could be- got in 4he icoal -country it- 
self for $S a day. 


QUIET AT SHEWANDOAH, 


Sheiiandoah, Pa.; >Aug. 1.-—A more 


quiet town than Shenandoah ds.tod&y 
would be difficult to imagine. Peace 
reigns everywhere dn the 
region.

A freight train was approaching 


f rom the east, and to avoid this Wavd 
stepped over upon <iihe south trask, 
directly in front of east-bc-und train 
240, Engineer D. W. WiLbert, Mre- 
mnn C. A. Schroeder and Conductor 
H. B, OyCcCordle. The warning whis- 
tle was promptly sounded by Engin- 
eer Wiltert, -but Ward may have been 
confused -by the approaching train, 
for he made no effort to get out of t(he 
way, and un instant later was over- 
taken by the eat'bfcound engine. 


Coroner Bamett was summoned and 


the remains were gathered up and 
brought to this city on a freight 
train, arriving at 1 o'clock this 
morning.
